HIGHWAYS. 

The  condition  of  the  highways  at  present  we  consider 
very  good,  considering  the  fact  that  Palmer  has  some  150 
miles  of  highway  to  care  for  and  maintain. 

We  had  to  buy  all  new  tools  this  year,  also  a  new  road 
scraper.  By  care  and  by  looking  after  the  tools,  etc.,  be- 
longing to  the  town,  we  show  a  loss  in  breakage,  etc.,  of 
only  $7.99,  from  $284.40  worth  of  new  tools.  A  larger 
part  than  usual  of  the  appropriation  for  highways  has  been 
used  in  grading  and  removing  large  rocks  imbedded  in  the 
roadways  that  have  been  a  menace  to  travel  on  some  of  our 
principal  highways.  The  filling  and  grading  of  Water, 
Dublin,  South  Main  streets  and  Fox  avenue  in  the  depot 
village  was  found  necessary,  after  the  building  of  the  new 
sewer  in  that  section,  in  order  to  obtain  a  proper  drainage 
and  to  protect  the  new  sewer  on  Water  street.  No  money 
being  appropriated  for  sidewalks,  the  cost  of  repairing  all 
walks  had  to  be  taken  from  the  highway  appropriation. 
The  care  of  the  sidewalks  is  a  very  important  item  in  the 
affairs  of  the  town,  and  we  would  recommend  an  appropria- 
tion of  at  least  $  1 ,000  to  put  them  in  as  safe  condition  as  pos- 
sible. A  more  liberal  expenditure  of  money  in  this  direc- 
tion would  undoubtedly  be  good  economy  for  the  town.

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BRIDGES. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  unusual  one  for  work  in  this 
department.  A  special  bridge  committee  was  appointed 
early  in  the  year  to  act  with  the  selectmen.  The  work  of  the 
committee  was  of  great  assistance  in  the  work,  as  many  un- 
expected happenings  occurred  which  called  for  immediate 
attention. 

The  general  bridge  appropriation  was  overdrawn  for  the 
reason  that  several  bridges  needed  more  extensive  repairs 
than  was  anticipated.  We  mention  the  following  items  as 
some  of  the  necessary  expenses  in  the  general  repairs  of  the 
bridges:  The  wooden  bridge  at  Three  Rivers,  $823  63;  the 
Mansfield  bridge,  $18943,  of  which  Belchertown  pays  one- 
half;  Palmer's  half  of  the  cost  of  the  West  Brimfield  and 
King  bridges,  $1 16  50 ;  the  Dutton  bridge,  cost  of  repairs, 
plank  and  paint,  $281  44,  of  which  the  Springfield  and  Eas- 
tern Street  Railway  pays  one-third.  These,  together  with 
the  general  bridge  work,  made  an  unusual  expenditure  in 
this  department. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  town  has  some  twenty 
large  and  many  smaller  bridges  to  care  for,  an  appropriation 
of  $1000  for  general  bridge  work  is  insufficient  most  any 
year.  We  have  two  more  of  the  Truesdale  iron  bridges  in 
town  that  need  immediate  attention,  and  we  recommended  a 
special  appropriation  to  put  these  two  bridges  on  a  safe  basis, 
Monson  to  pay  half  the  cost  of  repairs  of  the  two  bridges.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRIDGE  COMMITTEE. 

In  making  a  report  to  the  citizens  of  Palmer  on  the 
work  to  which  the  bridge  committee  was  assigned,  we  re- 
spectfully say  that  after  an  inspection  of  the  several  bridges 
needing  immediate  attention  at  that  time,  we  recommended 
a  new  Iron  and  Steel  Girder  Bridge  at  Burleigh's,  a  new 
Stone  and  Concrete  Arch  Bridge  at  Thorndike,  and  a 
thorough  repairing  of  the  Wooden  Truss  Bridge  at  Three 
Rivers. 

Our  recommendation  of  $200  for  the  repairs  of  this 
Wooden  Bridge  was  found  to  be  insufficient,  as  the  bridge 
when  uncovered  was  found  to  be  in  very  bad  condition,  and 
it  cost  $823  63  to  put  it  in  safe  condition  for  travel. 

While  the  appropriation  for  the  two  new  bridges  was 
overdrawn  the  sum  of  $441  09,  it  was  quite  necessary,  as  an 
expenditure  of  $391  85  was  made  before  the  contracts  were 
let.  The  town  has  in  these  two  new  bridges,  well  made  and 
substantial  structures  that  will  give  the  town  good  service  for 
many  years.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  act  in  these  matters  as 
our  best  judgment  prompted  us.

SOUTH  MAIN  STREET  SEWER. 

The  building  of  this  sewer  was  indeed  a  great  benefit  to  this 
section  of  the  town. 

Many  objectional  surface  drains  have  been  done  away  with,  and 
in  carrying  off  the  surface  water  at  times  of  heavy  rains,  etc.,  it  will 
be  a  great  benefit  to  travel  on  these  streets. 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  building  of  the  sewer  from  Fox  Ave. 
to  the  house  of  C.  E.  Fuller,  at  a  cost  of  $225,  which  was  not 
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figured  in  the  cost  of  the  contract  but  which  was  voted  for  at  the 
last  annual  town  meeting,  we  would  have  been  well  within  the 
original  appropriation  of  $5,000. 

We  thought  it  advisable  at  the  time  to  have  the  contractors, 
who  offered  to  lay  the  pipe  at  contract  price,  and  also  assume  all  re- 
sponsibility in  digging  under  the  Street  Railway  tracks,  to  make  the 
street  connections  to  the  sewer  for  the  houses  on  the  south  side  of 
Main  street.  The  cost  of  this  extra  work,  $98.37,  should  have  been 
charged  to  the  account  of  Sewers  and  Culverts,  but  as  it  was  in  with 
their  bill  with  the  large  contract  it  was  overlooked  at  the  time  and 
has  gone  on  to  the  Treasurer's  books  as  charged  to  this  account,  and 
it  cannot  be  changed.  We  meution  these  two  items  to  show  that,  had 
not  they  occurred  we  would  have  been  some  $313.37  within  the 
appropriation.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 
It  is  with  a  certain  degree  of  satisfaction  that  the  Board  looks 
back  over  the  work  of  the  past  year,  at  the  results  obtained. 

The  quarantine  law  has  been  rigidly  enforced  in  cases  of  con- 
tagious and  infectious  diseases,  and  the  ready  compliance  with  its 
requirements  and  assistance  given  by  those  most  affected  has  had 
much  to  do  with  our  being  able  to  make  the  good  showing  in  table 
No.  1. 

During  the  summer  the  Board  had  a  canvass  made  to  determine 
who  had  or  had  not  entered  the  sewers,  in  the  several  streets  through 
which  sewers  passed.  Notices  were  sent  those  whose  dwellings  were 
not  co'nnected,  requiring  them  to  do  so  in  accordance  with  a  vote 
passed  by  the  town  some  time  since — and  in  each  case  the  order  was 
immediately  complied  with  or  arrangements  made  to  do  so  in  the 
near  future. 

Few  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  made  and  these  were 
speedily  and  easily  adjusted.

Springfield,  Mass.,  Feb.  16.  1904. 

To  the  Board  of  Health,  Town  of  Palmer,  Mass. 
Gentlemen  : 

Enclosed  I  hand  you  a  statement  of  the  work  done  during  the 
past  year  in  the  matter  of  the  examination  of  cultures  for  diph- 
theria. 21  cases  were  examined,  of  which  17  were  diagnosis,  and 
but  4  for  release.  Although  the  cases  were  distributed  throughout 
the  year,  most  of  the  cultures  examined  were  received  during  June 
and  July.    A  total  of  74  tests  were  made  on  the  21  cases.

Board  of  Selectmen: — 

Gentlemen  : — Your  attention  is  called  to  Chapter  369,  Statutes 
1900,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  which  provides  for  the  sealing  of 
milk  cans  and  bottles  without  cost  to  the  owner,  taking  effect  in 
towns  March  1,  1901. 

This  will  necessitate  the  establishing  of  a  salary  for  the  Sealer  , 
in  all  towns  in  which  that  officer  is  now  paid  by  fees. 

If  this  change  has  not  already  been  made  by  your  town,  as  au- 
thorized by  Section  23,  Chapter  65,  Public  Statutes,  I  would  ask 
that  the  matter  receive  attention  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

The  amount  of  salary  which  should  be  established  can  be  de- 
termined by  an  estimate  of  all  the  work  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
Sealer  to  perform. 

The  appointment  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  should  be 
made  in  March  or  April  (Section  8,  Chapter  65,  Public  Statutes)  , 
and  when  a  salary  is  paid,  no  charge  is  allowed  for  work  performed 
at  the  office  of  the  Sealer  ;  for  all  other  work,  with  the  exception  of 
milk  bottles,  etc.,  a  fee  is  collected  and  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer . 
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The  Sealer  should  be  required  to  keep  a  record  and  make  an 
annual  report  of  all  work  performed. 

Any  additional  information  desired  will  be  cheerfully  furnished, 
and  I  would  ask  that  the  above  recommendation  be  adopted,  as  it  is 
the  intention  of  this  department  to  require  a  strict  enforcement  of  the 
law  in  the  future.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  letter  that  it  was  necessary  this 
year  to  go  over  the  work  in  such  manner  as  would  give  an  idea  of 
the  work  performed,  and  also  in  fixing  a  salary  to  be  paid  the 
Sealer.  By  my  account  of  moneys  received,  office  and  transient  work 
and  expenses  incurred,  I  would  recommend  the  sum  of  $100  to  be 
paid  annually  to  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  As  all  fees 
collected,  less  expenses,  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  it  is  a 
cost  of  about  fifty  dollars  to  the  town  to  have  this  work  done  every 
year,  and  thereby  comply  with  the  law.

To  act  on  the  list  of  Jurors  as  prepared  by  the  Select- 
men. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  Young  Men's  Library  Association. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  money  to  convey  pupils 
to  and  from  the  public  schools,  and  instruct  the  School  Committee  as 
to  the  manner  of  letting  the  contract  for  such  conveyance. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for  the 
celebration  of  Memorial  Day. 
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Art.  18.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
sewers. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
lighting  the  streets  and  whether  it  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
make  contract  therefor. 

Art.  20.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  reference 
to  the  planting  and  preservation  of  shade  trees. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  care  and  improvement  of  cemeteries. 

Art.  22.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
sidewalks. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  maintain  night  police 
in  the  several  villages,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  an  electric 
light  at  the  corner  of  Park  and  Walnut  streets  in  the  Depot  Village.
